BRIGHTSON OBTAINS VERDICT 
AGAINST CLAFLIN CO. 


GeorGcE E. BriGHTson on September 30 was 
awarded by a Mineola (L. I.) jury a verdict 
against the H. B. Claflin Company of New 
York City for $5,000 breach of contract, and 
$50,000 damages for loss of salary and com- 
missions and injury to character, because of 
his discharge from the head of the notion and 
book department of the defendants. 

Mr. Brightson received $500 per 


month 


| salary while with the Claflin Company, and 





in addition was allowed 12% per cent. com- 
mission on the net profits of his department. 
He had been under a written contract until 
1900, and on the tst of January of that year 
he had made, he claimed, a verbal contract 
with the firm for another year. In July of 
that year he went to Chicago to sell books 
for his firm, and when he returned he found 
that the book section of his department had 
been taken away from him, and on August 
21 he was discharged by the firm, as Brighton 
alleged, without cause. 

[he defense sought to prove that Mr. 
Brightson was incompetent, and John C. Claf- 
lin swore on the witness stand that the plain- 
tiff had been paid a commission on a forty- 
thousand-dollar sale at the close of the pre- 
ious year’s business, before his [the plain- 
tiff's] discharge, and that the goods were in 
stock when the inventory was taken and that, 
therefore, Brightson owed the firm. In re- 
buttal Mr. Brightson said that this was a 
sale for future delivery and that he was en- 
titled to the commission and that if he had 
continued the year with the firm, if the goods 
remained in stock, it would have been de 
ducted from his commissions and the ac 
count balanced. 


ONE SIDE PRINTING. 


\ wriTeR in the Jnland Printer is advo- 
cating the Chinese plan of printing books on 
one side of the paper only. It is pointed out 
that no manufacturer has ever yet produced 
paper alike on both sides, and by adopting 
the above plan the “right” side would, as a 
matter of course, only be printed on, and the 
wrong side left blank. 

But it is not so much for the benefit of the 
printer as of the student and the literary 
worker that the experiment should be tried. 
So much work now appears in serial form 
with the result that a little wheat is mixed 
up with a great deal of chaff, and to attempt 
to preserve copies of these serials is an al- 
most impossible task. If they were printed 
on one side the interesting pages could be 
extracted and preserved, whilst the rest was 
thrown away. 

For standard works, library editions, or 
books of reference, one side printing would 
be a disadvantage, but all books of reference 
(save those of an ephemeral kind, such as 
annuals) would have their value vastly en- 
hanced by interleaving throughout with thin 
writing paper, ruled or unruled. Marginal 


notes are a disfigurement, and margins are 
too small for the purpose. 
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CANADIANS WANT PULP DUTY 
LOWERED. 


CANADIAN exporters of pulp are discussing 
the possibility of securing removal of the 
duty on Canadian pulp, which was imposed 
by the United States Government in virtue 
of a clause in the Dingley bill providing that 
whenever any country imposes an export duty 
on pulpwood the United States shall add that 
amount to the ordinary duty on wood pulp 
and pulp hide. 

Canadian manufacturers claim that there is 
no export duty on pulpwood, but they are 
now calling on the Canadian Government to 
impose one in retaliation for the action of the 
United States Government in increasing the 
dues on Canadian ground wood pulp by 25 
cents a ton and on unbleached sulphite and 
soda pulp by 35 cents. 

It is suggested in some quarters that the 
Ontario Government impose an embargo on 
nickel, which would close some of the New 
Jersey refineries. ‘his, however, is not likely 
to be done.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Proressor CHRISTOPH ERNsT LUTHARDT, 
probably the most noted strictly orthodox 
theologian in Germany, died at Leipzig, Sep- 
tember 22. He was born at Maroldsweisach, 
in lower Franconia, on March 22, 1823. In 
1854 he was appointed a professor at Mar- 
burg, and in 1856 he became a member of the 
Theological Faculty of the University of 


Leipzig, which position he held till his death. | 


His best known works are a “Commentary 


on St. John’s Gospel” and “St. John, the 
Author of the Fourth Gospel.” He also 
wrote various other books on ethics and 


theology. 


EmiLte ZoLa, the novelist, was found dead 
from asphyxiation in his Paris house on the 
29th of September. Zola and his wife spent 
the summer at Médan and returned to Paris 
September 28. Owing to a sudden spell of 
cold weather a heating stove in their bed- 
room was lighted. The stove seems to have 
been in poor condition, and Zola, it is as- 
sumed, was asphyxiated by fumes from the 
fire. Mme. Zola was found in an unconscious 
condition, but was resuscitated. Emile Zola 
was born in Paris, April 4, 1840. His father 
was an Italian engineer, employed in France, 





and his mother a Frenchwoman. The father 
died when Zola was but seven years old. He 
was sent to school at Aix, and passed through 
the Lycée Saint Louis at Paris. Failing to 
get his bachelor’s degree, he then faced the 
problem of making a living. For years he 
lived in poverty and wretchedness, until he 
obtained employment as clerk in the publish- 
ing house of Hachette. When Villemasant 
established L’Evenement he became one of its 
staff. For a time he wrote criticisms and 
feuilletons for Figaro. In 1871 he published 
“Nana,” the first of the Rougon-Macquart 
series, which was followed at regular inter- 
vals by the remaining nineteen volumes of 
the series. In 1894 appeared “Lourdes,” the 
first volume of a new series, a trilogy enti- 
tled Les Trois Villes. “Rome” and “Paris” 
followed in 1896 and 1898. He then began a 
new series, of which “Fécondité” was the 
first volume. “Truth” is now appearing, 
and “Work” and “Justice” are still unpub- 
lished. Some of the characters in this new 
series were carried over from previous series; 
there is thus a slight continuation, though 
the basic plan of the new works is differ- 
ent. His greatest literary effort, however— 
that is, the one by which he will very likely 
be remembered longer than by any other 
of his writings—-was his letter, “J’accuse,” 
in L’Aurore, which was the means of bring- 
ing about the revision of the Dreyfus case 
and the ultimate release of the unfortunate 
prisoner.

Jack Sprat and his wife, and 
Dr. Foster of Gloster, Dapple-Gray and Jack 
and Jill and many other old friends reappear 
in these skilfully woven tales in a way that 
will delight any child, who will also be fur- 
ther attracted by the numerous illustrations 
by Howard Smith. These are both full-page 
and smaller, and show much artistic ability. 
Each tale points a moral, but in such an 
adroit manner as not to repel a child’s in- 
terest. The book will appeal especially to 
those parents and teachers who object to the 
thousand and one cruelties that fill the old- 
fashioned fairy tales. This publisher has also 
brought out a dainty little volume entitled 
‘But the Saddest of All is Loving,” being a 
pathetic story of Penobscot Bay, by Mary 
H. Ewer.
